¥MeCanley, Handieapped by 111 Health,
Persists in Studies and Wins
Liternry Plaee.

ORD MACAULAY, the purest es-
I sayist in the English Ianguage,
was born In Leicestershire in 1806
He was baptized Thomas Eabington
Macaulay, Babington being nis mother's
name. He was probably the most pre-
coclous chlld the world has known He
read every book opn which he could
lay bhis hands and stored up his mind
with such an srray of literature that
he was cousidered a marvel by all who
witnessed his display of erudition.
He was first tanght by private tu-
tors, for he was very dellieatea and un-
suited to the rough usages of & public
school. Nelther did his constitution or
his health permit him to take part in
the general! sports of boyhood, and
while tha other youngsters of the
neighborhood would be romping around
in the exuberance of animal s==I1th the
ittie Macaulzsy boy would be shut up
in his room poring over some ald leg-
end or treatize and revelling in the sto-
ries of the past. As & result, he was
frall and sickly looking with a wvary
pale. but intellizent face and a high
forehead, where intellect sat en-
throned,

Always Delicate.

Macaulay alwayas remained delicate,
subject to periodic headschesx, and his
stomach always troubled him, He had
chronic indigestion and could only par-
tanke of the lightest foods. He was a
strict vegetarian, his dlet solely con-
glsting of ecereals and milk, and
throughout his life he was a rigid tee-
totaler. When he was writihge his |
“History of England” a slice of bread
and a glas= of milk sufficed him for a
day’'s work, wiich began generslly at
€ in the morning and remainiog at it |
until late in the evening. In Iater life
he was troubled with billous attacks, |
no donbt h-tught on by hi=s few years'
residence in Iadia

mallow, as If suffering from jaundice,
and his shoulders stooped from his
constant writing and confinement in- |

like a man of 86. His black hair had
torned guite white, his face wns wilh-
ered and wrinkled like s plece of yel-
law parchment. Despite his bad health
Macaulay lived an extremely active
